THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIEE 

[L.  s.] 

To  the  Inhahitants  of  the  Town    of  Lee   in    the   County    of 
Strafford  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Toivn  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Lee  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next^  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessar\^  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  one  thousand  ($1000.00)  for  payment  of 
Trunk  Line  Note  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

4A.  To  see  if  thd  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Old  Mast  Road,  provided  the  State  shall  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for 
the  same  purpose,  it  being  understood  that  if  said  appropria- 
tion is  made  by  the  State  and  the  Town  accepts  said  special 
aid,  that  the  Town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  State  Aid  for 
Class  II  roads. 

4B.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Class  II  road  known  as  the  Old  Mast  Eoad  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  fifty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($559.50)  ;  or 
will  accept  State  Aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  forty-three  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents 
($443.61). 


5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
maintenance  of  highways,  and  to  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Eust. 

T.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  fire  protection. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
four  hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and 
Poor  Relief. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  ($175.00)  to  continue 
Water  Hole  Project. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  consider  the  desirability  of  purchasing  snow  removal  equip- 
ment and  make  a  report  of  same  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  To^^ai 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  tJie  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee: 

Lee  maintains  3  one-room  schools.  Last  year  the  total  reg- 
istration was  64,  of  whom  33  boys  and  29  girls  entered  in  Lee. 
The  schools  were  in  session  356  half -days,  with  an  aggregate 
attendance  of  18,955  half-days.  The  enrollment  by  grades 
was  8  first,  7  second,  8  third,  T  fourth,  6  fifth,  7  sixth,  10 
seventh,  and  9  eighth.  Of  the  58  pupils  in  school  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  56  were  promoted  and  2  retained.  The  average 
Se])tember  age  in  years  and  months  by  grades  was  as  follows : 
First  6-3,  scond  ?-7,  third  7-9,  fourth  9-7,  fifth  11-8,  sixth 
12-7,  seventh  13-2,  eighth  13-5.  Eighteen  were  between  5 
and  eight  years  of  age,  35  between  8  and  14,  9  between  14 
and  16,  The  average  attendance  was  53.23,  average  absence 
2.83.  average  membership  56.06,  and  per  cent  of  attendance 
94.95.  There  were  86  sixth  of  tardiness;  but  8  pupils  were 
not  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  year.  The  School  Board  held 
10  meetings  and  made  16  recorded  visits  to  the  schools.  Other 
visits  included  67  by  the  superintendent  and  271  by  citizens. 
The  District  paid  tuition  for  1  elementary  pupil  and  21  in 
high  schools.  High  school  tuition  pupils  this  year  include  7 
in  Dover,  10  in  Xewmarket,  1  in  Exeter,  and  1  in  Laconia. 
The  present  enrollment  in  Lee  is  as  follows :

Of  the  11  children  5-16  years  of  age  not  attending  school, 
7  are  under  8  and  3  others  have  passed  the  eighth  grade. 
Eight  tuition  pupils  are  enrolled  from  outside  the  district. 
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Last  year,  in  the  course  of  her  examination  of  the  pupils, 
the  School  Nurse  discovered  the  following  physical  defects : 
Underweight  (10%)  8,  defective  vision  2,  defective  teeth  30, 
diseased  tonsils  12,  defective  breathing  7.  Thirteen  of  these 
defective  conditions  were  corrected  with  the  co-operation  of 
parents,  nurse,  and  doctors.  Eleven  cases  including  5  varieties 
of  communicable  diseases  were  investigated  l)y  the  nurse.  This 
year,  with  the  aid  of  the  Federal  Child  Health  Recovery  Pro- 
gram, 2  pupils  liave  been  fitted  with  glasses,  16  treated  in  the 
dental  clinic,  and  3  in  tonsil  and  adenoid  clinics,  all  of  whom 
would  probably  have  been  unable  to  secure  treatment  other- 
wise. 

During  the  year  a  good  driven  well,  96  feet  deep,  has  been 
provided  as  a  convenient  source  of  pure  water  at  the  Center 
School.  One  more  well  at  Xorth  Lee  will  complete  the  pro- 
ject of  giving  a  satisfactory  water  supply  to  all  the  schools. 
The  next  equipment  project  to  be  undertaken  should  be  to 
furnish  the  schoolyards  with  playground  equipment.  A  mod- 
erate appropriation,  spread  over  three  years,  would  be  a 
permanent  investment  paying  ample  dividends  in  health,  en- 
joyment, and  character. 

This  year  marks  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  Boston  Latin 
School,  the  first  American  high  school,  and  reminds  the  world 
that  the  determination  to  banish  ignorance  and  to  impart 
saving  knowledge  to  the  rising  generation  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  Xew  England  conscience.  In  this  heritage  Lee  shares.
